File No. IPC/3/5/85;—Attention is invited to the Import and Export Policy For April 1990-March 1993, 
published under the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 1-ITC (PN)/90-93 dated the 30th March, 1990 as 
amended. 

2. The following amendments shall be made in the Policy at appropriate places indicated below:—

1. 23 Chapter V The figures and the word “12 months’’appearing in second line shall be sub- 

Paragraph 65 stituted by “18 months”

2. 24 Chapter V The existing paragraph 67 shall be substituted by the following:— 

Paragraph 67 

“67(1) : Import of items appearing in the Restricted List (excepting raw mater¬ 
ials and intermediates required by the chemicals, drugs and pharmaceuticals 
sectors, Colour TV Picture Tubes, and such other items as may be notified 
by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, from time to 
time) as well as items in the Limited Permissible List including those shifted 
from Open General Licence and canalised list to the Limited Permissible 
List in the current Import Policy, can be made under Automatic Licensing 
Scheme. 

(2) The value and quantity of the Automatic Licence shall not exceed 50 per 
cent of the c.i.f. value and quantity of (i) the Supplementary licence(s) obtain¬ 
ed for the previous licensing year, (ii) imports actually made under Open 
General Licence and (iii) canalised items (imported material) supplied by 
the canalising agency, during the previous licensing year, in respect of the 
items which have been shifted to the Limited Permissible List in the current 
Import Policy. The Automatic Licence so granted will have quantity limits 
indicated against each item and import of such items can be made within 
the overall value of Automatic licence. In the case of units subject to the 
Phased Manufacturing Programme of indigenisation, Actual User would 
furnish a declaration to the effect that import of items against Automatic 
licence shall be in accordance with the approved Phased Manufacturing 
Programme. 

(3) The Automatic licensing facility is not applicable in the case of items 
covered by the Supplementary licence for the previous licensing year, but 
shifted to the Open General Licence list under the current Import Policy, 
and the value/quantity of such items shall be excluded while determining 
the value and quantity of the Automatic licence in terms of sub-paragraph 

(2) above. The Automatic licence facility is also not applicable to the licences 
issued for import of Restricted Spares and Spares for after sales service and 
warranty. coverage. Procedural details for grant of Automatic Licences 
are given in Chapter V of the Hand Book of Procedures, 1990-93(Volume-I), ” 
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3. Attention is also invited to the Hand Book of Procedures for April 1990'Marcli 1993, published under the 
Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 2-lTC (PN)/90-93 dated the 30th March, 1990, as amended. 

4. The following amendments shall be made in the Hand Book of Procedures at appropriate places indicated

1. 39-40 Chapter V The existing Paragraph 224 shall be substituted by the following 

Paragraph 224 

“224(1) Application for grant of Automatic Licence, in accordance with the 


provisions of Paragraph 67 of the Import and Export Policy, 1990-93 
(Volumc’-I), is to be made to the licensing authority concerned who issued 
Supplementary licence against which the Automatic licence is applied for, 
i.e., in the case of Supplementary licence issued by the Headquarters Office 
of CCI&E, New Delhi, the application for Automatic licences is to be made 
to the Headquarters. Office, (S.L. Section) and in other cases the applica¬ 
tion is to be made to the concerned Regional Licensing Authority who 
issued the Supplementary Licence. However, where the Automatic Licence 
is being claimed against the imports made under Open General Licence and 
supplies obtained from the canalising agencies, in respect of the items app¬ 
earing in the Limited Permissible List in the current Import Policy, the app¬ 
lication for Automatic Licence is to be made to the concerned Licensing 
Authority under whose jurisdiction the factory of the applicant is located. 

(2) The application for Automatic Licence, in the proforma given at Appen¬ 
dix V-A, of this Book, should be accompanied by a copy of the application 
for grant of Supplementary Licence submitted to the concerned sponsoring 
authority, alongwith original Bank Receipt/Demand Draft towards payment 
of application fee for the Supplementary Licence and the Original Supple¬ 
mentary Licence (Customs Copy) against which the Automatic Licence is 
being claimed. 

(3) Where the Automatic Licence is applied for against the imports made 
under Open General Licence, the Actual User should also submit along¬ 
with Automatic Licence application, a certificate from the Chartered Acc¬ 
ountant/Cost Accountant/ Company Secretary certifiying the c.i.f. value 
and quantity of imports made under Open General Licence during 
the previous licensing year, in respect of such items which have been shifted 
to the Limited Permissible List in the current Import Policy. Original 
Bills of entry should also be furnished as evidence of imports made under 
Open General Licence during the previous licensing year in respect of the 
above items. 

(4) Similarly where the Automatic Licence is applied for against the supplies 
of canalised items obtained from the canalising agency, the Actual User 
should submit alongwith the Automatic Licence application, a certificate 
from the canalising agency certifying the c.i.f. value and quantity of the 
canalised items (imported material only) supplied to the Actual User during 
the previous licensing year. This would apply to the canalised items 
which have been shifted to the Limited Permissible List in the current 
Import Policy. 
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(5) If the Actual Users so desire they can submit consolidated application for 
grant of Automatic Licence admissible against the Supplimentary Licence(s) 
obtained for the previous licensing year, imports made under Open General 
Licence and supplies of imported material obtained from the canalising 
agency. 

(6) The concerned licensing authority under whose jurisdiction the factory of 
the applicant is located, would be competent to issue Automatic Licence 
irrespective of the value admissible for such licences. 

(7) The licensing authority concerned will issue the fresh Automatic 
Licence and make an endorsement on the Supplementary licence for the 

previous year to the effect that Automatic Licence No. 

dated.for a value of Rs. 

has been issued’. 

(8) The value of Automatic licence as well as quantities of various items per¬ 
mitted for import therein will be enhanced on the basis of the decision of 
the Supplementary Licensing Committee on the recommendation of the 
sponsoring authority for grant of Supplementary Licence.” 


5. The above amendments in the Import and Export Policy and the Hand Book of Procedures have been made 
in public interest.
